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Wainwright Constituency Social Cre- 
ait Association gathered in Wain- 
wright last Wednesday and held their 
annual meeting in the I. O. O. F. Hall. 
In attendance at this convention was 
Mr. Robt, Fair, M. Battle River 
riding, Mr, W. Masson, ML. A. for 
Wainwright Constituency and Mr. 
Floyd Baker, M.L.A. for Clover Bar 
Constituency. President H. L. Smith 
of Czar, acted as chairman for the 
meeting and Mr. John Penman re- 
corded the meeting as Secretary. 

President Smith opened the meet- 
ing with a few remarks, stating that 
the social credit movement in Alberta 
needed backing and support and that 
this backing and support was lacking 
in this association.

regular meeting. 

On motion of Mr. S. Robblee and 
seconded by Mr, C. Iverson, the min- 
utes were adopted as read. 

The president explained to the 
gathering the work that had been 
done &t the last executive meeting, 
going through each phase carefully 
and answering questions which were 
asked by the members. Among the 
topics discussed were White-Way 
Lighting, House Numbering, the 
gravelling of Highway 14, Evergreen 
Highway, and the proposed new 
Mental Hospital at the Army Camp. 

The matter of the need of a town 
band was brought before the meeting 
and everyone without exception stat- 
ed that there was a definite need of 
such an organization in Wainwright. 
The said that there were 
potential band players in the town 
and that the instruments were avail- 
able, There is even money on deposit 
that could be used to start this once 
lively organization again. He said 
that the only reason that a band is 
not now functioning is the lack of 
leadership.

This is to be followed up at a later 
date. 

The matter of supporting a Junior 
Hockey team arose from the last ex- 
iness which arose from the last ex- 
ecutive meeting. Information given 
at this meeting is that the Wain- 


wright Lodge of the Elks are #pon- 
soring the junior team for the coming 
season, The Board of Trade had 
stated their willingness to help the 
Biks in providing transportation to 
out of town games, 

The matter of the apparent lack 
of trained volunteer fire fighters 
was spoken on by the president, and 
the meeting was then open for dis- 
cussion. It was apparent by the dis- 
cussion that this matter should be 
investigated, and while it was strict- 
ly a matter for the Town Council to 
ensure an adequate fire brigade, it 
was thought that the Board of Trade 
could, by giving the matter a clear 
study, make recommendation to the 
Town. A committee was formed of 
Messrs, K. Tory, John Boos and F.

Mr. L. W. Smith asked the chair 
if any information could be given 
re the memorial clock as it 
was not functioning properly. He 
stated that this was a disgrace and 
that steps should be taken as early 
as possible to rectify same. Mr. P. 
M. Armishaw answered the question 
stating that since the original open- 
ing of the clock tower it had been 
operated by batteries and that a 
change over was being made to op- 
erate the clock on standard electric 


current. He pointed owt that the 
Town Council was reluctant to mak⸗ 


ing further battery expenditures on 
the clock and until the change over 
was made the clock would not be in 
operation, 

The matter of a publicity folder

ieneing in Canada today. It is very easy for anyone 

e administration * Coldwell took the 
easy way out. He blamed the Canadian Government for 
the high cost of living and lightly touched on the Alberta 
government allowing the exploitation of oil deposits in 
this province by the American oil interests, He also re 
told again the time worn C. C. F. stand by, to prove that 
private enterprise ‘will not work by recalling the depres 
sion of the 308. 

It is sometimes so easy to criticize, but the worth of 
any criticism is and always will be measured by the alter- 
natives that are offered and Mr. Coldwells remarks were 
directed to the record of the British Labor Government. 
He stated that only by a planned economy as is being 
worked out in Britain today could there possibly be any 

chance to ward off ‘‘the inevitable slump to come.“ 


Somehow u planned economy does not strike this paper 
ag the solution to world and Canadian problems. As it 
looks from the outside it will apply too much restriction 
on. pergonal liberty and personal freedoms. It must call 
for public ownership of industries which are Monopol 
istio“ in nature, although the C. C. F. or Mr. Coldwell 
have always been rather vague in defining the word mono 
polistie, and how far these expropriations of industry 
will or should go. It is only natural to presume that once 
in power the C. C. F. government would be the deciding 
factor of which industries are ‘‘monopolistic.’’ One other 
‘glaring flaw in the C. C. F. platform as we see it is the pro 
duction to be obtained. Could industry under government 
control maintain the driving output obfained through 
personal initiative and incentive for profit, We doubt it 
Production is the key to any nations prosperity. 


* 

One other thing we do not agree with is the statement 
made by the leader of the C. C. F. when here, that the cost 
of living in Britain has not risen 1%. Mr. Coldwell did not 
state when he was referring to, as to the time element of 
his story, but from the tone of his remarks it is expected 
that he was referring to the period from the end of the 
war in 1945 to the present day. If it is taken to mean that 
we will go on record as opposing this statement, for infor- 
mation which we have received, leads us to think other 
wise. 


As we stated above, production is the key to any na 
tions prosperity, and it is true that high volume of pro- 


duction tends to lower the cost of any article. Also it is 


true that low production per man hour tends to raise the 
cost of any article. This being true, and the information 
being true that Britain has not achieved the high produc. 
tion that she maintained prior to the war, it is reasonable 
to presume then that the cost of certain articles do cost 
more than previously. Also with.the higher tax rates that 
are in force in Britain today it must also be true that the 
taxes imposed by the Labor Government (socialism) 
must have increased the cost of living to some extent. 


It must be pointed out that the personal income taxes 
have not been changed during the past year, when at that 
time they were lowered. This will mean that the people 
as a whole have as much money to spend now as they did 
have a year ago. However with the recent increase in the 
luxury tax to.125% (in Canada 25 and 8% sales tax) it. 
is certain to raise the cost of living. Also the tax now im- 
posed in Britain today on a very small item of anyones 
budget, cigarettes, is bound to increase the cost of living 
somewhat. Incidently the cost of cigarettes in Britain is 
in the neighborhood of 67e per packet of 20. The abolition 
of the subsidies on leather, cotton and wool is bound to 
increase the cost of shoes and clothing: The penny tax 
increase on a pint of beer will not reduce the consumption 
of this great English drink, but will increase the cost of 
living. There are many other examples of how the cost 
of living in Britain has increased but enough have been 
elaborated here. 


No Mr. Coldwell we fail to believe you when you stated 
at your public meeting that the cost of living in Britain 
has not increased 1%. This looks as if an untruth had 
been told. If we are wrong we stand to be corrected. 


These are some of the points that we wish Mr. Coldwell 
had brought to light at his meeting here. If a man with 
the standing of Mr. Coldwell takes it upon himself to 
travel the length and breadth of a country as large as 
Canada, giving a false impression of the facts as they 
really stand, we see no hope for the success of a C. C. F. 
administration. The success of any government is truth 
and every five years the people receive the chance to 
change things if they are not satisfied. They won’t be

We were very close to Whitehorse 
now although I didn’t know how close 
I found out in a few seconds how- 
ever; I noticed a small furry animal 
on the side of the road which remin- 
ded me of a similar animal which is 
often seen on the prairies, Upon 
telling the bus driver that I thought 
I had seen a gopher he just smiled 
and said People just can’t believe 
their eyes when they see one, they 
think that we don’t have such ani- 
mals in these parts.” Just then we 
swung around a corner and started 
down a steep incline, The driver or- 
dered everyone to get their baggage 
together as we passed the oil refin- 
ery which marked the outskirts of 
Whitehorse. 

It was quite a thrill to be in the 
first large town since we left Dawson 
Creek B.C. Having ordered my bag- 
gage to be sent to my dad's residence 
in the U.S. army camp (he wes elec- 
trical engineer for the U. S. . D at the 
time) I set out to learn what I could 
about the town. 

Whitehorse is situated on a large 
river flat about one square mile in 
area, A large cliff rises in the back 
of the town (this is the edge of a 
plateau upon which the airport is 
built) while on the front and right 
side of the town a wide river seems 
to guard it with an encircling arm. 
This is the Lewis river and is a ma‘n 
tributary to the great Yuken. 

Whitehorse is a town similar in 
many respects to Wainwright, Just 
imagine that the clock is a large and 
busy Wharf whiere. the steamships 
of the Whitehorse and Yukon’ Co. 
have their main terminal. -Running 
straight down from this at right an- 
gies is the main street of the town. 
The hotel in Wainwright would then 
almost coincide with the Whitehorse 
Inn and the one and only bowling 
alley they had (I say had because it 
burned down a few years ago) would 
be approximately where the Wain- 
wright Post Office is only on the 
other side of the street. The R.C. 
church would be right across from 
the one in Wainwright and also on 
the same side of the street as the 
hotel. Up against the cliff (which 
you will notice I remarked formed the 


natural end of the town) is a large 


cemetery Which is in about the same 


position as the Public School here. 
The W.P. & I C railway (from Skag- 
way on the coast) follows the river 
along the front and side of the town. 

Many are the good times I had 
fishing for Arctic Graling just down 
by the bend of the river on the edge 
of the town. : 

The first night there myself and 
some of my new-found friends “did 
the town’’ together. We first went 


‘bowling (the hall was a | modern, 


eight alley affair) and after enjoy- 
ing a few games we decided to take 
in a show. Someone asked which one 
we should go to, This was a real 
surprise to me as I had thought that 
there was only one theatre in town. 
I was right in one respect; there was 
only one place that was really built 
for showing pictures while the other 
two, although comfortable enough, 
were really just Army quansett huts 
used to entertain the troops station- 
ed there. Of course there were places 
where a person could enjoy the 
privilege of quenching his thirst, 
such a place was the Army Post, x- 
change where they sold everything 
from soup to nuts (literally) to those 
who were in. any way connected to 
the Army. This fact together with a 
ration card enabled one to buy food 
ard candics, drinks, etc., at prices 
that would make the storekeepers

Registration of births u of more 


importance today than it has ever 
according to a bulletin issued 


by the ‘provincial Department ot 


Public Health. They are now neces- 
sary, not only as proof of age in such 
matters as family allowances, insur- 
ance policies, and superannuation 
and pension schemes, but they are 
also required for identification pur- 
poses by Canadlans seeking entrance 
to the United States, 


With this new importance of the 
birth certificate has come a surge of 
requests for registration from per- 
sons whose parents had neglected the 
formality, if indeed there was any 
provision for it, at time of birth. 


Unfortunately many auch regis 
trations have been falsely sought by 
aliens not born in Canada as well as 
by persons who, for some reason, 
wished to establish false ages, War 
and the formulation of plans for 
family allowances brought an un- 
satisfactory situation to a head at 
the 1944 Dominion-provincial con- 
ference and it was made obligatory 
for all persons to produce. proof, 
for registration purposes, of the 
place and date of his birth and the 
identity of his parents, thus bringing 
the practice all over Canada in line 
with Alberta vital statistics proce- 
dure.
